It is announced from Paris that the 
Supreme Council yesterday accepted the 
pe“ of Lord Birkenhead and M. 
gnace on the subject of the list of war 
criminals to be demanded from Germany. 
Admiral de Robeck has sailed from 
Malta with several ships for the Black Sea. 
The Admiralty announces that the de- 
parture of the ships involves no new policy 
—that their object is the protection of 
refugees. 


The British Labour delegation now in 
Dublin held conferences with the represen- 
tatives of a number of public bodies yes- 
terday. In the morning they had an inte#. 
view with a deputation representing the 
Irish Unionist Alliance at their offices in 
Grafton street. In the evening they met 
deputations representing the Dublin Trades 
Council and other bodies. 


A desperate affray resulting in a man 
being drowned in the Shannon occurred 
on Mesias between policemen and an 
armed party near Covooraclare village, 
County Clare. A police lorry was convey- 
ing a constable’s furniture from Coora- 
clare to Knock under escort when the 
party were fired at by armed men. The 
police returned the fire, and, after a brisk 
encounter, the attackers made off. One of 
their number, as he was running near the 
Shannon, either jumped or fell into the 
water, and was carried away by the torrent. 
Later two arrests were made. 
The police took ssession of the City 
Hall at Cork yesterday and prevented the 
sitting of the Sinn Fein Industrial Com- 
mission. The members were not allowed 
to enter the building. They afterwards 
assembled at the School of Art, but after 
a time the police took possession of the 
place, and the Commission went to a room 
in the Courthouse, where it sat behind 
locked doors. 
The counting of the votes in the Derry 
municipal election concluded last night. 
The result places the Nationalists in a 
majority on the Corporation, where the 
now hold 21 seats as against 19 held by the 
Unionists. Ten days hence the new Coy- 
ne gr will elect the first Nationalist 
ayor for the city. Bonfires were burned 
in the streets last nicht to celebrate the 
Nationalist victory, but the police and 
soldiers were on duty in strength, and no 
disturbances of any note were reported.

It is very 
important, therefore, that British Labour 
should take all possible steps to fit itself 
for the high responsibilities which soon 
may be imposed on it. We may say 
without offence that its conceptions 
of the peculiar problems of Ireland 
stand in need of illumination and revision. 
We do not expect these delegates to sit 
at our feet or at those of any Irish news- 
paper, politician, or party ; but we expect 
and believe that they will make a faithful 
effort to mark and digest the main facts of 
the Irish situation. In that event they 
will learn much, and will discard a great 
mass of traditional lumber from their 
minds. They had their first surprise before 
they were in Dublin for twenty-four hours. 
No doubt, they had supposed, as most 
Englishmen still suppose, that the Irish 
people have rejected the new Education 
Bill with a unanimous gesture of scorn 
and hatred. They got convincing proof 
yesterday that ninety per ‘cent. of the 
secondary and national teachers regard the 
Bill, with all its imperfections, as a 
charter of liberty and progress. The 
Labour Party is pledged to the principles 
of a living wage and secular control in 
the sphere of education. We are now 
satisfied that its influence in Parliament 
will improve enormously the prospects of 
the reintroduction and passage of Mr. 
Marpherson’s Bill, 

The Labour Party has taken that 
blessed word “ selí-determination ” under 


its wing, and it holds that self-determina- 
tion .for Egypt and India implies self 
determination for Ireland. The visit of 
such Labour leaders as Mr. Henderson, 
Mr. Adamson, and Mr. Clynes, and their 
conferences with the various Irish parties, 
must have at least one excellent result— 
a clarification of politica” definitions. Yes- 
terday the delegates were closeted for two 


hours with members of the Irish Unionist 
Alliance, and heard the Southern Unionist 
case against the Government s Irish pro- 
posals, The chief argument of all Southern 
Unionists, apart from their objection to 
the principle of partition, is that, if the 
new Home Rule Bill is enforced, Sinn Féin 
will hasten to raise the banner of an 
independent Republic over three-fourths 
When —the delegates meet 
Fein leaders they will ask, 
Southern Unionists speak 
Senn Fein, being quite 
candid in the matter, will say. “ Yes.” 
Even if it were not candid. its 
recent acts and its plans for the use of 
its new municipal powers would tell the 
delegates all that they wanted to know.

Mr. de Valera intends to be aut Ceasar 
aut nullus. Confronted with unassailable 
facts, the leaders of a party which soon 
may be called to govern the United King- 
dom must make their decision: without 
further delay. Will British Labour grant 
a Republican status to Ireland if, and 
when, a Labour Government takes office? 
Would the present or any Labour Party 
win a general election on the policy of 
an independent Republic for Ireland? 
When the Labour leaders have given the 
only possible answers to these questions 
they will have conferred a great boon on 
our country. They will have brought it 
back to an almost forgotten contact with 
the realities of life. : 
The British public has been told that 
the new Home Rule Bill can, and will, 
be imposed on Ireland without any regard 
for the country’s wishes. The testimony 
on this point of Labour leaders who have 
been in conference with men of all Irish 
parties will be important. It would be 
foolish to ask these gentlemen to accept 
as facts statements which their impartial 
observation would discredit during the 
next few days. We know, however, 
that they will have no difficulty in 
deciding that the new plan has no 
real friends in Ireland. The prin- 
ciple of partition is equally hateful to 
Unionist, Nationalist, and Sinn Feiner. 
We may admit to the delegates that the 
hostility of many Irishmen to partition 
would be’ mitigated if they could regard 
it as a purely temporary expedient. If it 
were not certain that partition would in- 
volve a Southern Republic, and if it were 
certain that the two Irish Executives would 
be brought quickly together by the bond 
of a supreme Council of Ireland, the hope 
of ultimate peace might make the period 
of probation tolerable. This hope is killed, 
however, by the Government's scheme “or 
the creation of a North-Eastern enclave on 
a basis that would crystallise our political 
and sectarian differences. The natural 
arrangement—if any fission can be called 
natural—would be one Executive for the 
whole Province of Ulster and another for 
the three Southern Provinces. Then the 
Unionist minority in the South would 
be balanced by a large mimority of 
Nationalists in the North. Indeed, we 
can hardly suppose that the Cabinet's 
patch-work plan will survive the results 
of the municipal’ elections. They have 
shown that there is no such thing as abso- 
lute political homogeneity in any part of 
Ireland. Can a North-Eastern enclave 
include the City ef Londonderry, where a 
Nationalist majority now controls civic 
affairs? These and many similar problems 
must be studied by the Laboúr delegates. 
We may be unable to accept their con- 
clusions, but, if they are the outcome of 
an honest search for truth, we shall, at 
least, respect them.

If this be so, then all 
doubt about the future prosperity of 
Ireland's chief industry may be dismissed. 
We need not fear competition if our 
farmers are prepared to utilise the help 
that science can give them. The ad- 
vances made for trade purposes also are 
encouraging. They show that Ireland is 
determined to maintain the position which 
she won during the war, and, if possible, 
to improve upon it. The Munster 
and Leinster Bank has broken all 
“ reeords.” The Chairman had a wonder- 
ful story of progress to tell, and the share- 
holders have solid reason for satisfaction. 
A dividend at the rate of 20 per cent., less 
income tax, was declared. The bank's 
position has been substantially strength- 
ened. The paid-up capital has been 
doubled, and the reserve fund has been 
increased in proportion. Notwithstanding 
large withdrawals of moneys that had 
accumulated during the war period, de- 
posits and current account balances have 
expanded by £485,066. Working expenses 
have increased, but the profits have easily 
outstripped them. The directors have in- 
stituted a Pension Fund. Hitherto the 
allowances of retired officials have been 
regarded as an ordinary working charge, 
but in future they will be met by the 
proceeds of this special fund.

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German Opera. 


In spite of la vie chére and sundry minor 
revolutions, the opera continues tó flourish | 
in Germany. The country is defeated. | 
The people have little food, less clothes. 
and yirtually no coal; yet the Opera 
Hoypée in Berlin is always thronged, and 
the performances there are said to be 
modelg of excellence. Throughout Ger- 
many opera enjoys an unprecedented 
popularity. Whether the work is by 
Verdi, Puccini, Bizet, or Richard Strauss, 
its popularity is the same, and “ Madame 
Butterfly ' or “ Mignon’ attracts as big 
an audience as “Salome” or “ Rosenka- 
valier.” Strangely enough, Wagner does 
not seem to command the enthusiasm of 
former days. The “ Ring" is performed 
three times a year with religious regularity, 
but “Tristan ” is no longer “the race,” 
and the Berliner seems to prefer “ Tosca” 
to “Lohengrin ” or “ Tannhauser."’ Dur- 
ing the war the works of living Allied com- 
posers were taboo, but now there is no 
such verbdot, and, in all probability, their 
performances at Berlin or Dresden reach 
a much higher musical standard than in 
Paris or Milan. The German has a genius 
for operatic production. Now that he 
has been compelled to postpone his plans 
for the military conquest of the world, he 
may devote to his music that virile and 
vigorous attention which he wasted so 
wantonly on his ill-fated bid for Welt-

It. is quite a long time since London had 
such a shock as was given it this morning 
by the announcement that seven police- 
men had been dismissed the force for 
neglect of duty. The police might strike, 
but nobody thought for a moment that 
any of them would shirk his work. Yet 
seven men have been found playing “ nap ”’ 
in a loft, while they should have been in 
the @reets, and this at a time when crime 
is unusually rife. An order had also 
been recently issued calling for increased 
vigilance. It would be absurd to suggest 
that there is any general inclination on the 
part of the police to shirk their duty, 
but the many. robberies taking place every 
day without arrests are causing grave con- 
cern among the public. 

For prize money’ purposes enemy sub- 
marines seem to be very lightly valued.

THE BOLSHEVIK DANGER. 
According to a Reuter Paris telegram, M. 
| Alexander Berkroboponskoff, member of the 
Foreign Board of the Russian Central Co- 
operative Union, who negotiated with the 
Supreme Council the trade agreement for the 
fee exchange of commodities between Russia 
and the Allied countries, interviewed on Tues- 
day, said that the agreement had no political 
character whatever. It was merely economic, 
financial, and humanitarian. The Russiag Co- 
operative Umion was organised fifty years ago, 
and comprised 500 unions, 50,000 local societies, 
and 25,000,000 members. It was a sort of 
Russian Economic Red Cross. The negotiations 
started in February, 1919, and the proposals 
then made were accepted by the Supreme 
Council last week. 


THE RUSSIAN DIFFICULTY. 

In a message dated Paris, Monday, the Pres 
Association’s Correspondent saye:—In view of 
the present prominence of the Russian problem 
and the Bolshevik menaee to the Middle East, 
special significance attaches to the conference 
held at the Quai d'Orsay to-day, when, in the 
presence of the Allied leaders, who included 
Mr. Lloyd George, M. Clemenceau, Signor Nitti, 
Marshal Foch, Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, 
Mr. Churchill, and Lord Beatty, delegates of 
the trans-Caucasian States of Georgia and 
Azerbaijan expounded the present situation of 
their respective countries. During two hours 
the delegates reeounted the economic and 
military needs of their States, and their in- 
teresting statements were listened to with the 
greatest attention by the Allied statesmen and 
representatives.

the Bolshevik advance. It seems, indeed, that 
there was more truth in the late report, which 
emanated from the War Office, than the Cabinet 
desires to confess. It appears that there are 
two opinions held by its members, Mr. Churchill 
and Sir Henry Wilson not being in agreement 
with the War Office opinion. Although there is 
regret that such a report ever managed to leave 
Whitehall, they have discussef at ength with 
Lord Beatty the whole question, and have laid 
down a plan, purely defensive in character, to 
check any future Bolshevik advance. 


THE SUPREME COUNCIL, 

At to-day’s meeting of the Supreme Council, 
says a message deted Tuesday, M. Clemenceau, 
Mr. Lloyd George, and Bignor Nitti accepted 
the proposal of M. Ignace and Lord Birkenhead 
on the subject of the list of war criminals to be 
demanded from Germany. They heard the chief 
Rumanian delegate on the Rumanian situation.

BELFAST HARBOUR 
DEVELOPMENTS. 


SHIPBUILDING EXPANSION. 

At a meeting of the Belfast Harbour Board 
yesterday a proposa] for providing accommo- 
dation for the cogl trade at the east quay of 
the Abercorn Basm was endorsed. Mr. James 
M‘Connell, J.P., in the absence of the Chair- 
man, presided. It was recommended by the 
Works Committee that the following undertak- 
ings be carried out! at an estimated cost of 
£55,000 :—Timber wharf, about 25 feet wide, in 
front of she existing masonry quay on the east 
side of the Abereorn Basin; dredging in front 
of new wharf to give a depth of 17 feet at ordi- 
nary low water; rearrangement of the cranes, 
tramway lines, lighting, etc., and removal ot 
existing masting sheers; a wall about ten feet 
high to enclose the ground available for coal 
storage. Mr. W. E. Williams, J.P., in moving 
the confirmation of the proceedings of the 
Works Committee, said that one of the most 
pressing needs in the harbour was more accom- 
modation, both berthage and shedding, for ves- 
sels of comparatively light draft. The Commit- 
tee, therefore, felt that a new shed for cross- 
Channel traffic should be erected asesoon as 
practicable.

DERRY ELECTION. 


A NATIONALIST VICTORY, 
—— 
MAJORITY ON THE CITY 
COUNCIL, 


SCENES IN THE CITY AT 
NIGHT. 


Our Londonderry Correspondent telegraphed 
last night—The counting im connection with 
the Londonderry ici Elections con- 
cluded to-night, when the result of the South- 
East Ward ‘contest was declared. In this area 
the parties are almost evenly balanced, but the 
Unionists nominated seven candidates, and the 
Natiomalist, Sinn Fein, Roman Catholic, Labour 
Coalition six for twelve vacancies. It was on 
this fight that the Nationalists concentrated 
their chief energy in the knowledge that victory 
here would give them a majority in the Cor- 
i poration. The total poll was 3,885, of which 
41 were spoiled votes. The total Unionist poll 
was 2,035, so that they failed to secure the 
quota for their seven candidates by just 37 
votes, while the Nationalists had only 33 above 
the quota for the six. Both parties voted 
almost solidly for their respective nominees, 
and for them alone. re was some cross ! 
voting, but it was negligible. The Unionists 
again loyally followed their leaders’ advice to 
vote alphabetically, while many Nationalists 
voted «similarly for their candidates, though 
not to the same extent as the Unionists. On 
the first count Humphrey  Babington, 
Unionist, with 1,939 votes, and James Bonner, 
Nationalist, with 944 votes, were elected. T. 
J. Bible, Unionist, was elected on the second 
count, and these three candidates were de- 
clared aldermen. The nine councillors in the 
order of election were:—W. J. Bradley, 
Nationalist; John Burns, ~aionist; Michael 
Cosgrove, Nationalist ; James Hamilton, 
Unionist; Con. Doherty, Nationalist; Craw- 
ford McCay, Unionist; James Gallagher, 
Nationalist; Gilbert Magee, Unionist; Robert 
McAnnedy, Nationalist. The remaining candi- 
date, David Mitchell, Unionist, was defeated. 
The Nationalists have, therefore. gained a 
majority in the Corporation for the first time 
in history, having 21 seats, as against 19 held 
by the Unienists, and ten days hence the first 
Roman Catholic Mayor of Londonderry will be 
elected. 

The counting of the votes in the three areas 
was carried out under Sir Henry Miller's 
supervision without a hitch,” and at the close 
the candidates on both sides paid a graceful 
and well-merited compliment té Sir Henry for 
the expeditious and entirely satisfactory 
manner in which he carried out the count. 

Alderman Babington paid a tribute to the 
loyalty of the Unionist electors, who made 
such a splendid fight, and by the narrowest 
margin missed securing equal representation 
on the Corporation. ' 

NATIONALISTS JUBILANT, 

The result of the elections was hailed by the 
Nationalists with great jubilation. §Through- 
out the night the greatest excitement prevailed 
in the city. The authorities, fearing an out- 
break of disturbances, brought 200 troops to the 
city side of the River Foyle, and quartered 
them in the police barracks and the county 
sourthouse. The nolice . had information 
that a Sinn Fein-Nationalist torchlight proces- 
sion would parade the streets, and the 
Nationalist leaders were notified that any at- 
tempt on the pari of the procession to pass 
through Ferryquay etreet and Carlisle road 
the scene of rioting last August, and the chief 
danger «sone in the city—would be stopped by 
force of arms. Effective measures were accord- 
ingly taken to carry this out, and at 8 o'clock 
four cordons of troops of the Dorset Regiment, 
with fixed bayonets and trench helmets, were 
drawn across Ferryquay street, and a similar 
number across Carlisle road, while armed 
troops and police were concentrated in the ad- 
joining districts. A group of youths greeted 
the soldiers with shouts of ' Up the Rebels.”’ 

Meanwhile Nationalist bands paraded other 
parts of the city, being followed by huge 
crowds, who smashed windows in Bishop street 
and im Lecky road Police Barracks. Large 
troups of youths also paraded the streets, sing- 
ing the ‘‘ Soldier's Song,” and shouting “á Up 
the Rebels.” Bonfires were lighted in many 
Nationalist quarters. A Sinn Fein-Nationalist 
demonstration was held in St. Columb’s Hall to 
eélebrate the victory, and gratification was ex- 
pressed at the success cained by the coatition of 
Sinn Feimers, Nationalists, and Labour This 
coalition was held up as an example to be fol- 
lowed by Roman Catnolic Ireland. The 
Nationalist leaders pointed to the osresence of 
the military on the streets, and advised the 
Nationalists to go home quietly. 

A Republican flag was displayed by the Sinn 
Feiners from the Guildhall, but it fell on a 
policeman.

THE EAISER'S LETTERS. 


CHINATIONS OF THE PRESS, 
esterday’s (Wednesday's) instalment, of the 
Kaiser letters, published by the Morning Post, 
contain caustic criticisms of the Press. In 


April, 1909, the trouble between Bulgaria and 
Turkey had been settled in Petrograd, and in 
a birthday letter the Kaiser wrote to the 
Czar:—A few weeks ago, when affairs 
threatened to become dangerous, your wise and 
courageous decision secured peace for all 
nations. I was most gratified that, with my 
helping co-operation, you were able to fulfil 
your task. I very naturally expected that you 
and I would win universal applause. But, to 
my regret and astonishment, a great many 
blame us instead, especially the Press in 
general has behaved in the basest way against 
me. The faet must be taken note of that the 
papers mostly create public opinion. Some of 
them err through ignorance and lack of 
correct information. ‘They scarcely see further 
than their noses’ length. But more dangerous, 
and, at the same time, more loathsome, Is 
that part of the Press which writes what it is 
paid for. The scoundrels who do such dirty 
work are in no fear of starvirig. ‘They will 
always continue to incite the hostility of one 
nation against the other, and when at last, 
through their selfish devices, they have brought 
about the much-desired collision, they placidly 
sit down and watch the fight which they 
organised, well assured that the profit will be 
theirs no matter what the issue may be. In 
this way, in 99 cases out of a hundred, what is 
vulgarly called “ public opinion” is mere forgery. 
As Sovereigns who are responsible to God for 
the welfare of the nations entrusted to our care, 
it is our duty, therefore, to closely study the 
enesis and development of ‘public opinion’ 

fore we allow it to influence our actions. 
Should we find it takes its origin from the tar- 
nished and gutterlike sources of the above- 
named infamous Press our duty will, and must, 
oblige us to energetically correct it and resist 
it Personally, I am totally indifferent to news- 
paper gossip.” 

Later, in the same letter, dismissing further 
troubles in the Near East, the Kaiser wrote— 
“TI would be most grateful if you could kindly 
write me what your opinion is about the general 
outlook. . . An exchange of our views is 
urgent and necessary, lest fresh events should 
again take us by surprise. The events of last 
year are a vivid proof of the absolute necessity 
of doing so, as they clearly show that it would 
have been most profitable if we had immediately 
communicated with each other at the outbreak 
of the crisis. If you and I join im open and 
loyal competition for the maintenance of peace, 
which is my most fervent wish, 1 am thoroughly 
convinced that peace will not only be maim- 
tained, but not even be troubled. There is not 
a shadow of doubt that peace guarantees the 
vital interests, security, and welfare. of our 
peoples, as well as of our dynasties.”

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

At 10 o'clock in the morning the delegation 
received a deputation representing teachers en- 
gaged in primary, secondary, and technical 
education. It is stated that with the exception 
of one Ulster Teachers’ Organisation, teachers 
generally were represented. The proceedings 
were private, and continued for an hour. The 
teachers were represented by Messrs. T. J. 
O'Connell, General Secretary; P. J. Quinn, and 
J. T. MeGill, Irish National Teachers’ Organisa- 
tion; L. J. Murray, M.A., and E. Farrell, B.A, 
Secondary Teachers’ Association; and Dr. 
McDonald, Technical Teachers’ Council. 

It was unofficially stated that the deputation 
pointed out that the great difficulty, so far as 
education in Ireland was concerned, was the 
question of finance. Two Committees of in- 
quiry had been appointed and issued reports, 
and the teachers held that the financial recom- 
mendations could have been given effect to by 
the Government, but that the Government, in- 
stead of doing so, introduced a bill which em- 
bodied in the main the recommendations of 
those two Committees. The teachers recog- 
wised that the bill contained many clauses 
which would be advantageous both to them- 
selves and to the children, such as co-ordimafion, 
scholarships, an improved scheme of compu'- 
sory attendance and higher salarics. Objection 
was taken especially to the cleuses relating to 
the constitution and pergennrt of the Depart- 
ment, and the lack of powers of the proposed 
Advisory Board. Control of Irish education 
should not be given on political grounds, but 
on grounds of fitness. The question of salaries 
wes also discussed, and eomparisens made be- 
tween rates of salaries in England and Ireland. 
y “Te ís understood, also “from an ubófhcial 
source, that the delegates promised to arpomt a 
Sub-Committee to consider the proposed amend- 
meuts to the Education Bill, and that they esx- 
pressed a desire td have the téachcfs paid an 
adequate salary. There was no foundation, 
they added, for the rumour that the Labour 
Party had obstructed the second reading of the 
Education Bill.
